Hank With all on Board. 

Madrid, Oct. 21.— During tho destruc- 
tive storm which raged last night along tho 
Mediterranean coast a fishing smack sank 
in full view of tho city 'of Valencia, tho 
capital of the province of that name. Tli 
fishermen on board tried to swim ashore, 
where tho wives and children of somo of 
them wero waiting in anguish and praying 
for their safety. There wero ten men 
board the smack, Of those thrco were good 
swimmers. These refused assistance from 
tho boats that came to their aid, telling tho 
oarsmen to go to the rescue of those win 
could not swim. The latter to tho num 
ber of seven perished one after another 
Tho three swimmers reached the shore in 
safety. 

ItCMiinptloii or Steamship Service. 

Berlin, Oct. 21. — In consequence of the 
decline of the cholera, steamers between 
Heligoland and the mainland have resumed 
running, but they make their landing at 
Altoona instead of Hamburg. 

Nfslrnctlvc storms In Sardinia. 

London, Oct. 21. — A dispatch from 
Cugliari, in the Island of Sardinia, says 
that a terrible storm is raging in tho south- 
ern part of the island. Tho lagoons on the 
west and east sides of tho city have re- 
ceived an immense quantity of muddy 
water from the hills. The railway is cov- 
ered with water and many of tho telegraph 
poles havo been broken down. At Dicimo- 
tnannUB, a village about 10 miles northwest 
of Cagliori, eight houses were undermined 
und ruined Ly torrents of water pouring 
upon them. Not less than 100 buildings 
have fallen in. At Assemin, eight miles by 
rail from Cagliari, a large number of houses 
are in a dangerous condition and threaten 
to collapse at any moment. A number of 
persons are known to have been drowned. 

The World'* Fnlr Endorsed, 
London, Oct. 21.— Tho Pall Mall Gazette 
agrees with official British advices from tho 
other side of tho Atlantic, that on no 
account should tho British peoplo neglect 
the Chicago exhibition, as : D would pay 
them well to take a wot • y part. The 
(ia/.ette also praises highly the school exer- 
cises in America, and urges that similar 
exercises be held in England in order to 
impress upon the British youth the great- 
ness of the empire and at tho same ti.-r.o to 
promote, as a necessary result, the interests 
of the empire. 

Uiitsla Unable lo Place u Loan. 
Berli* Oct. 21. — -Tho VoBsische Zei- 
tung says that tho efforts of Russia to place 
a four per cent, loan of five hundred million 
franis in Paris have finally collapsed. 

Hatters In Hamburg. 

HAMBURG, Oct. 21.— There were twenty 
fresh cases to-day of cholera and two deaths. 
It has snowed all afternoon. Herr Qerlaoh, 
a building speculator in Altona has failed 
for 2,500,000 marks in consequence of the 
stagnation of business, resulting from the 
cholera epidemic, 

Gladstone on ttutlway Building. 

London, Oct 21.— Rt. Hon. Mr. (Had 
stono to-day cut the first sod on tho line of 
the \\ irral railway. Despite the drizzling 
rain he spoke to a large crowd on the sub- 
ject of railway building, its progress and its 
significance in u country's development. 

( Iiolrrn Increasing. 

Berlin, Oct. 21. — There is no doubt that 
cholera exists in tho district of which 
Coblentz is the centre. Deaths from the 
disease are known to have occurred in that 
city, ulso in Mientz and l'olch. It is feared 
that the malady is on the increase. 

Sew fork Crooks Sentenced. 

London, Oct. 21. — James Connell and 
Henry Raymond, the American "crooks" 
charged with tho theft of valuables from 
various Bond Street jewelers, were to-day 
convicted and sentenced to three mouths 
imprisonment. In passing sentence, tho 
magistrate expressed regret that tho law 
did not allow of his taking into account the 
American record of the prisoners. In that 
caso ho would ho ablo to imposo a muoh 
heavier punishment. The police wero aided 
in detecting Raymond and Council by 
photographs sent over by the New York 
police. 

iianii or England Rate, 

London, Oct, 20,— The Dank of England 
fixed tho rate of discount to-day at three 
per cent. 

A Victor Hugo II. S. 

PARIS, Oct. 21. — Tho contents of a, re- 
markable manuscript left by Victor Hugo 
havo been made public. Tho manuscript is 
dated Feb. 28, 1851, and describes his ex- 
periences at a spiritualistic seance. Tho 
comments upon the seance indicate 
that he believed in spiritualism. Ho says 
that ho refrained from using verses in order 
to preservo hia work to his personal im- 
press. 

Culm Again OI*<|iilcte(l, 

PANAMA, via Galveston, Oct. 21. — Ad- 
vices from Jamaica tell of a grand Cuban 
revolutionary parade and festival on Octo- 
ber 10. A new constitution was proposed 
and adopted by the Jamaica branch of tho 
revolutionary party. A Hag also was ap- 
proved as the party's standard. Delegate 
Marti, from Cuba; said that booh a strong 
and united revolt would break out In both 
islands. There was an abundunce of funds, 
and tho court and customs could bo easily 
suborned. On October 9 the Spanish con- 
sul was shot in his bedroom, ami, according 
to latest accounts, was likely to die. Who- 



ther this is a case of attempted Buicido or 
attemptod assassination by tho revolution- 
ists is not known. 

Political Prisoner* Visited. 

London, Oct. 21, — John Raymond re- 
turned to day to tho city from Portland 
prison, where he saw the Irish political 
prisoners, John Daly and James Egan. 
Sinco a year ago, he says Daly seems to 
havo aged ten years. Egan was imprisoned 
on tho ground that ho was Daly's ac- 
complice in the dynamite plot. Ho will 
probably be released shortly, as the official 
decision in favor of freeing him has already 
been made. Insullieent evidence will bo 
reason given for his release. Both men 
wero convicted on evidence given by Polico 
Inspector James Black, of Manchester, 
sinco retired. 

Not Sufficient to?Extradlto. 

Paris, Oct. 21. — It is believed here that 
the documentary evideneo against the 
anarchist, Francois, is insufficient to war- 
rant his extradition from London. 

A Woman's Hide. 

London, Oct. 21. — A dispatch from 
Vienna to tho Reuters Telegram Co. says 
Miss Tomisson, an English girl, Iris just 
ridden in the Tyrol 220 miles in 07 hours 
and ,'i0 minutes. Her horse was untrained. 

Lincoln's Tutor Head. 

Paws, Ills., Oct. 21.— Dennis F. Kansk, 
tho early tutor of Abraham Lincoln, died at 
1 p.m., to-day. 

famine Itoussct Head. 

Paris, Oct. 20.— Camille Felix Michel 
Roussot, French historian, died to-day. Ho 
was born at Paris, February 15, 1821. Ho 
studied at the University of Paris, and was 
professoi of history at the College Bourbon. 
He wrote a history of tho French minister 
Louvois and of Louis XV. Ho was elected 
a member of the French Academy in 1S70. 
Three members of the academy have died 
within a month — Ernest Renan, Xavicr 
Mannier and Rousset.

No Insult to the British Flag— The 
Captured Crews Weil 
Treated. 



St. Petersburg, Oct. 21.— Tho Official 
Messenger publishes tho first authoritative 
version of the Russian capture of seulingvcs- 
sols in tho Pacific ocean. The paper declares 
that nix vessels wero seized at points dis- 
tunt 18 to 20 miles from tho Russian coast, 
not from 30 to 40 miles as has been 
asserted. The captures wero nearly all 
made outside the territorial water boun- 
dary. This is explained by the 
fact that the sealers, seeing the Russian 
cruisers approaching, fled, and the cruisers 
chased them, some times for an hour and a 
half. The vessels, whose logs, charts, etc., 
proved that they had been sealing in Rus- 
sian waters, were seized. Three of tho 
vessels captured wero warned. The British 
Hug was not insulted ; it was only 
hauled down and replaced by the 
Russian colours, after the vessels 
had been seized. The crews of the captured 
vessels wero well treated. Tho Official 
Messenger says that the poor catch of seals 
on Copper Island is duo to the fact that the 
rookeries have been destroyed by sealers, 
especially the English. 

CUMING TRICKSTERS. 

Three Parisian Confidence People Imprisoned 
for a Well Devised Scheme to 
Defraud. 

Paris, Oct. 21.— A. M. Beauvalt, his 
wife and son, wero sentenced to day to ouo 
year imprisonment each, for having de- 
frauded a vast number of persons through a 
matrimonial bureau and by the "Natural 
Child Trick." The amount scoured by the 
family fraudulently is in the hundreds of 
thousands. The Beauvalt family nro 
tho most enterprising gang of matri- 
monial swindlers on tho continent. Moro 
than four thousand persons who had been 
pluckod by them complained to the Paris 
police, and 12,000 or 15,000 more are believ- 
ed to have swallowed their chagrin and 
losses without protest. Tho method of M. 
Beauvalt was to advertise in popular news- 
papers that " a young orphan, possessing 
50,000 francs, would marry a serious gentle- 
man; apply H. C. Posto, Ressente, 
Lyons." The locality, of course, was 
frequently changed. Beauvalt then ar- 
ranged to have the letters forwarded to him 
under various names, at different addresses, 
ho replied to his dupes asking for 30 francs 
tor registration, and when this sum was re- 
ived ho sent the photograph of a beauti- 
ful girl. This girl, who acted as tho bait, 
i generally Beauvalt's own daughter; 
but tho part was often unwillingly 
played by some other girl, generally 
ngaged by him as a lady's companion for 
his wife, or in some such similar capacity. 
It cost 110 francs moro to have an interview 
with the girl supposed to bo in search of a 
husband, their meeting generally taking 
place in a railway station or museum. It 
was genorally brief, and tho matrimonially 
inclined bachelor never saw his lady love 
again, nor could ever find any traco 
of her, tho Beauvalt family always 
suddenly moving to pastures new, when 
things wero likely to bocomo awkward. 
The son of Beauvalt acted independently of 
his fathor and mother. Ho had invented 
tho "natural child trick," which was to 
promise by advertisement two hundred 
francs a month for the hoard of a natural 
child and five thousand fruncs when the 
child readied majority. All infor- 
mation was to bo Bent in ex- 
change for ten francs. In the course of time 
people who sent ten francs never heard any- 
more about tho " natural child." Tho num- 
ber of dupes made by this young man may 
bo jiidged from the fact that when the 
police arrested him .'100 loiters, half of 
which contained ten francs, wero awaiting 
him at tho postoffioe. Mdme. Beauvalt, 
who iB only 18 years old, was left at liborty 
bo that sho might look after her brothers 
and siBtors, three very young children.

A despatch received by the Colonial Sec- 
retary on the subject of copyright expresses 
regret at the delay in answering tho last 
communication of the Dominiou Govern- 
ment, and explains tho reason therefor. 
After due consultation it was decided to 
refer the whole question of Canadian copy 
right to a Commission composed of leading 
officials of the Foreign, Colonial and Board 
of Trade Departments for assistance, and 
report for the information of Her Majesty's 
Government. The dispatch transmits a 
copy of the report of these officers, which 
contains a historical narrative on the sub- 
ject, and makes suggestions and amend- 
ments to the Canadian Copyright Act of 
1880, which are deemed important by the 
Commission. The suggestions are of a con- 
fidential character, and seem to indicate a 
possible Eolution of tho difficulty between 
Britain and Canada on the subject of copy- 
right.

Kriipp* Want Lnlirndor Iron. 

QUEBEC, Oct. 21, — The well-known heavy 
gun manufacturers, Krupps, of Essen, have 
sent out an agent to Canada in the person 
of Mr. Roberts, an English engineer in tho 
employ of the Australian Government, His 
present mission is to visit and inspect the 
iron mines on the coast of Labrador to ascer- 
tain if the firm can draw from them the 
metal required by it for the Krupp manu- 
factory, which consumes boiiio 500,000 tons 
a year. This iron is now obtained from 
Spain and costs the firm seventeen shillings 
a ton for its transportation alone. If this 
iron can be had in Biiflicieut quantities from 
Labrador the Krupps expect to save at 
least a shilling a ton in freight. There will 
bo no railroading of tho metal, while the 
total economy looked for with cheaper prices 
to be paid for iron here, ia some $875,000 a 
year. Mr. Roberts left town on Oct. 17 on 
board a schooner for tho Labrador coast, 
and expects to be absent for several weeks. 

Quebec Hoodie Trlnl*. 

QUEBEC, Oct. 21. — To-morrow will begin 
tho trial of Messrs. Mercicr and Pacaud. 
The former will bo tried for alleged mal- 
feasance in office and the latter for bribery. 

Returning from British Columbia, 

MONTREAL, Oct. 21.— Mr. G. A. Jamie- 
son, brother-in-law of the Earl of Aberdeen, 
who has just returned from a visit to Brit- 
ish Columbia in the interest of the Earl, 
who recently purchased a property near 
Vernon, B.C., on which fruit raising, pre- 
serving and canning is to be carried on ex- 
tensively, left yesterday for Now York en 
route for Edinburgh. 

Moulders on Strike. 

KINGSTON, Oct. 21. — The moulders in 
Chown & Cunningham's foundry aro again 
on strike. They claim they are unable to 
make moro than 80 cents per day. Thomas 
Wisdom, vice-president of tho Moulders' 
International Union, is hero and will inter- 
view tho firm with a view to remedying the 
difficulty. 

Toronto Street Hallway Sued. 

Hamilton, Ont., Oot. 21.— David Binds- 
ley, of this city, has caused a writ to be Issued 
against tho Toronto Stroet Railway Co. 
clainiiug §20,000 for tho death of his son, 
Ralph, who was killed on October 1st in 
Toronto by a trolley car. 

Tnnglit to Steal, 

MONTREAL, Oct. 21.— Light boys between 
tho ages of 11 and 15 are under arrest here 
charged with stealing car furnishings from 
thoC.P.R. Tho boys have confessed, add- 
ing that they wero trained to steal by a 
man named Dcschnntils, who encouraged 
them by giving thorn candy, boor, etc. 
Deschantils cannot be found. 

Sale of Montmorency falls, 

QUEBEC, Oct. 21, — Tho salo of Montmor- 
ency Falls, with all tho water power, build- 
ings, etc., is reported at a prico of $235,000, 
The purchaser is Hie Quebec and Levis

Slrnrk by Lightning.

Miserable Death In New York of a Proud Ger- 
man liaron. 

New York, Oct. 21.— Thero lay dead in 
the morgue yesterday a man who had suc- 
cumbed to heart diseaso within a few hours 
ufter hia admission to Bellevuo hospital. 
Ho was an ill-dressed, elderly man, and all 
that tho hospital attendants could learn 
about him was that his namo was Adolf 
Brandt. No notice might have been taken 
of his death had not a hard-working Ger- 
man, w ho knew him in youth, chanced to 
recognize him as being a member of one of 
tho noblest families in Germany. Accord- 
ing to this man Adolf Brandt's full name 
was Edgar Adolf, Baron Von Brandenstein. 
At the age of 17 ho graduated from the 
Gymnasium of Ulm, and after spending 
two years at tho universities of Bonn and 
Heidelberg, joined a cavalry regiment and 
soon attained high rank as an officer. He 
attracted attention at the Court of Berlin, 
and, joining the diplomatic service, was 
sent to the embassy at Rome, where he be- 
came ono of the recognized leaders of 
fashion. 

At a ball one night he mado the acquain- 
tance of Lady Harriet Berkley, daughter of 
a British diplomatist, and fell in lovo with 
her. She reciprocated his love, and when 
he proposed she accepted him, heedless of 
her fathor's prophesy that the flighty young 
German would never make a good husband. 
Her father knew that the Baron was a reck- 
less gambler, and Lady Harriet also soon 
learned the bitter truth. His extravugance 
became known and he was suddenly ordered 
to rejoin his regiment. This order he did 
not obey, and quit tho service. He ap- 
pealed to his father for money, but tho old 
man refused. Lady Harriet offered him her 
entire fortune, but prudence compelled him 
to refuse, and he disappeared. Under an 
assumed name he came to this city. Though 
well educated he found it impossible to ob- 
tain a position. As a result he began to 
drink heavily. Whenever ho earned a 
little money ho spent it on whiskey, and 
when he had no money he begged for it. 
In this way, sleeping in cheap lodging 
houses and drinking himself to death, the 
last days of Edgar Adolf, Baron Von 
Brandenstein, were spent. 

CAME WITH COLUMBUS.

Joseph Mufford, of Lingloy, has a second 
crop of plums and apples, both produced 
from this season's young wood. Tho plums 
are of tho green gage und Hungarian vari- 
eties. One of the first yield of tho last 
named measured 7j inches round the short 
way. The apples aro those known as the 
Red June variety, tho first crop of which 
ripened early in July. The Twin, or 
double apple, still remains of tho last crop. 
The trees were planted four years ago. 

The dyking scheme undertaken by tho 
Maple Ridge Dyking Commissioners is one 
of tho greatest ever attempted in tho 
Province. The area intended to be dyked 
covers tho whole of the peninsula, bounded 
by tho Lillooet, Pitt and Eraser Rivers, em- 
bracing 0,000 acres of fino prairie land, 
which, when reclaimed, will bo ready for 
the plough. Tho dyko will commence at a 
point on the Lillooet River, three miles 
from its mouth, and follow tho south bank 
of the stream to its confluence with the Pitt 
River, alone; the east shore of the latter to 
the Eraser, and thenco along tho Eraser to 
Port Hammond, making the dyke's total 
length 14 miles. Along tho Lillooet and 
Pitt Rivers the work will be done with a 
steam dredge, while on tho bank of the 
Eraser the dyke will bo erected by manual 
labor. Tho earth work will amount to .'13S,- 
•100 cubic yards. Work will be commenced 
this Fall, as soon as possible after tho con- 
tract is lot, and the cost will foot up close 
to $75,000.

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THE FAIR'S DEDICATION. 



Ceremonies Attendant on the Accept 
aiice of the World's Fair Build- 
ings Yesterday. 



Grand Triumphal Procession— Bishop 
Fowler's Opening Prayer— 
Intense Enthusiasm. 



Eloquent and Scholarly Address by 
America's Orator, Chauucey 
JT. Depew. 



CniOAOOj Oct. 21.— Cannon boomed at 
daybreak, tho national saluto startling a 
tired miliion or two from their slumbers to 
the fact that tho festivities of yesterday 
were but things that aro past, and that the 
crowning event of the celebration was yet 
to come. Day had barely dawned when 
Michigan avenue, from the Auditorium 
southward to Jackson Park, a distance of 
over seven miles, commenced to be fringed 
on both sides with men and women. After 
9 o'clock tho order was given for the head 
of the column to move. Tho escorting mili- 
tary comprised three batteries of artillery 
from Fort Riley, Major Randolph command- 
ing; ono from Fort Sheridan, four companies 
of the Fifth and Sixth Cavalry, U. S. A. 

The oirriago allotted to tho Vice-Presi- 
dent wus not occupied until it reached tho 
Higginbotham mansion at 24th street and 
Michigan avenue, at which point the Vice- 
President, amidst a salvo of cheers from 
tho crowds that banked the four comers of 
the thoroughfare, was escorted to the 
vehicle. Director-General Davis was ac- 
companied by Gen. J. R. Hamley, Presi- 
dent of the Centennial in 1 870, and Gen. 
Cosliorn. Vice-President Morton was ac- 
companied by President T. W. Palmer of 
the National committee, and President II. 
N. Higginbotham of tho directory. 

Tho vico-preaidential carriage was drawn 
by four white horses, ridden by postilions 
in scarlet. The overdoors of tho carriago 
were draped with t^ o of tho finest flags 
ever made, which cama a few days ago 
from the manufactory of a Phila- 
delphia firm, at a cost of §f>00. 
One waB tho national Hug, with four 
stars, and tho other an iufantry stand of 
colors, a blue ground with a coat of arms of 
the United States; in the centre of the coat 
of arms was embroidered in natural colors 
an eagle with a shield on Ids breast and the 
motto " E Pluribus Unuin " hanging from 
his beak. After the vice-president's car- 
riage came vehicles containing notablo 
statesmen, clergy and prominent citizens, 
the occupants of every carriage being 
greeted with cheers aa block after block 
was traversed. 

At Washington Park a halt was made 
while the U. S. troops auel visiting militia 
made o displuy before the vice-presidential ! 
carriage. U. S. soleliers, numbering some 
4,000, were commanded by Brigadier 
General Carr. In the front rank was the 
Seventh cavalry, General Cuatcr's regi- 
ment. The vice-presidential salute was 
fired upon the approach of the carriage 
occupied by tho vice-president, and after 
tho review, which was considerably cur- 
tailed, tho troops took up a position at the 
head of the line and tho procession moved 
again to tho exposition grounds, entering in 
rear of tho Women's building. Here the 
military, of whom there were 15,000, left 
the line proper and the guests proceeded to 
tho Transportation building where lunch 
was served. Two hundred thousand ham 
and cheese Eandwiches and almost as many 
buttered rolls, to say nothing of tens of 
thousands of plates of salad, and coffee to a 
total of some 5,000 gallons, disappeared like 
•ho.fr before the wind. ' 

When tho inner man had been appeased 
the line of march was resumed to the build- 
ing of Manufactures and Liberal Arts. 
Here seats were provided for 100,000 par- 
ticipants. Every chair had an occupant 
and an immonue crowd variously estimated 
at from 10,000 to 15,000 was fain to bo 
content with standing room. The guests 
who participated in tho procession were 
escorted to seats upon the platform with the 
utmost dispatch. Vice-President Morton 
was seated directly in front of Senator Pal- 
mer, to the right of President Higginbot- 
ham. On the left wer Cardinal Gibbons, 
Bishop Ireland, Bishop Fowler, Mayor 
Washhurne, Henry Wattcrson and Chaun- 
cey M. Depew. Occupying scats on either 
side, to the east and west, upon the same 
platform, were membets of the Cabinet, 
diplomatic corps, judges of tho Supreme 
Court, governors of States and other distin- 
guished guests. 

Little time was occupied in preliminaries. 
Without waiting for a signal the orchestra 
broke forth with the opening strains of the 
Columbia March, arousing tho audience to 
a high pitch of enthusiasm. As the strains 
of music died away, Hhhop Charles H. 
Fowler, of California, one of tho most emi- 
nent divines of the Methodist church, arose. 
Tho immense audience which stretched 
back almost us far as the eye could reach, 
followed his ex imple, and stood with bowed 
heads and hands clasped while the eminent 
divine gave thanks to the Almighty for 
what had already been accomplished, and 
besought the blessing of the great Ruler of 
all upon what remained to he done. A 
hundred anil lifty thousand throats voiced 
a fervent amen aa the Bishop resumed his 
seat. 

The formal announcement that the work 
of preparing the buildings and grounds had 
been completed was then made. President 
Palmer responded; a round of applause 
greeted the conclusion of this address. Tho 
enthusiasm grew into a tumult when Mr. 
Morton was introduced to dedicate the 
buildings on behalf of the United States. 
The conclusion of his address was the signal 
for loud and lung-continued applause, and 
when the Vice-President stepped forward 
to bow his thanks, one-eighth of a million 
men, women and children rose arid gave 
him a salvo of applause. Tho Hallelujah 
chorus from the Messiah was rendered at 
this point. A good old-fashioned reception 
of cordiality was tendered to Henry Wat- 
tcrson when he came to tho front of tho 
stage to deliver his address. When the 
eminent Kentuokian resumed his seat and 
the applause that greeted his peroration had 
subsided the choir rendered the "Star 
Spangled Banner" and "Hail Columbia" 
with orchestral accompaniments. 

Hon. Geo. R. Davis, director-general, was 
received with a burst of applause. He then 
spoke, ami a hearty welcome was extended 
in he-half of the citizens of Chicago by Mayor 

Hempstead Washburn, in a neat speech. 
Tho remarks of Chicago's Mayor evoked 
Unbounded enthusiasm on part of those 
within hearing distance. Chivalry dictated 
a warm reception to Mrs. Sarah C. Letnoyne, 
who read a portion of tho Columbian Ode, 
written by Miss Harriet Monroe. Tl 
reading w,is interpersed with choral selec- 
tions of the ode by a chorus of live thousand 
voices. Mrs. Potter Palmer made a brief 
address on the part of tho hoard of lady 



managers, and President Higginbotham 
then tendered tho buildings on behalf of tho 
exposition to President Palmer of the 
Columbian committee. 

This incentive to a patriotic outburst was 
not needed to serve as an introduction to 
tho next speaker, for when CliHimcey M. 
Depew stepped forward tho audienco went 
into estaBiea and would not bo quieted. 
Comparative Bilenco was at laat restored. 
The national orator, with a smile, began his 
address, in the course of which ho said : 

Tho sum of happiness haa been infinitely 
increased by tho millions f/om the Old 
World who havo improved their conditions 
in the New, and the returning tide of lesson 
and experience haa incalculably enriched 
tho Fatherlands. Tho divine right of kinga 
has taken its placo with tho instruments of 
mcdiiuval torture among tho curiosities of 
tho antiquary. Only the shadow of kingly 
authority stands between tho government of 
themselves, by themselves, and the people of 
Norway and Sweden. Tho union is one Em- 
piro of States of Germany, is the symbol of 
Teutonic power and tho hope of German 
liberalism. The petty despot iems of Italy 
have been merged into a nationality which 
has centralized ita authority in its ancient 
capitol on tho hilla of Rome. France was 
rudely roused from tho sullen submission of 
oenturies to intolerable tyranny, by her 
soldiers returning from service in tho Amer- 
ericau revolution. The wild orgies of tho 
reign of terror wore tho revenge a and ex- 
cesses of a people, who hud discovered their 
power, but were not prepared for ita bene- 
ficent use. Shelled from herself into the 
arms of Napoleon. Ho too was tho product 
of tho American experiment. He played 
with kings us with toys, and educated 
Franco for liberty. In tho procession of 
htr revolution from darkness to light 
she tried Bourbon, and Orleanist and the 
third Napoleon and cast them aside. No>v 
is tho fulness of time, and through tho 
training in the school of hardest experience, 
the French people have reared and enjoy a 
permanent Republic. England of tho 
Mayflower, and of James th« Second, Eng- 
land of Georgo the Third and of Lord 
North, has enlarged suffrage and is to-day 
animated and governed by the democratic 
spirit. She has her throne, admirably oc- 
cupied by one of tho wisest of sovereigns 
and best of women, hut it would not sur- 
vivo one dissolute and unworthy successor. 
She has her hereditary Peers, but the 
House of Lords will be brushed aside the 
moment it resists the will of the people. 

The tinio haa arrived lor both a closer 
union, and greater distance between tho 
Old World and the New. Tho former in- 
discriminate welcome to our prairies, and 
the present invitation to these palaces of 
art and industry, mark the passing period. 
Unwatchcd and unhealthy immigration can 
no longer bo permitted to our shores. Wo 
must havo a natural quarantine against 
disease, pauperism and crime. But we will 
gladly throw wide our gates for, and re- 
ceive with open arms, those who by intelli- 
gence and virtue, by thrift auel loyalty, arc 
worthy of receiving the equal advantages 
of the priceless gift of American citizenship. 
| The spirit and object of this exhibition are 
peace and kinship. 

Edmund Burke, speaking in the British 
Parliament with prophetic voice, said : "A 
great revolution has happened — a revolution 
made, not by chopping and changing of 
power in any of the existing States, but by 
the appearance of a new State, of a new 
species, in a new part of the globe. It haa 
made as great a change in all tho relations 
and balances and gravitations of power as 
tho appearance of a new planet would in tho 
system of tho aolar world," Thus was the 
humiliation of our successful revolt temper- 
ed to the motherland by pride in the State 
created by her children. If we claim herit- 
age in Bacon, Shahespearo and Milton, we 
also acknowledge tint it was for liberties 
guaranteed Englishmen by sacred charters, 
our fathers triumphantly fought. 

While wisely rejecting throne and caste 
and privilege and an Established Church in 
their new-born state, they adopted the sub- 
stance of English liberty and the body of 
English law. Tho heart of republican 
America beats with responsive pulsations to 
the hopes and aspirations of the people of 
Great Britain. Tho grandeur and beauty 
of thia spectacle are the eloquent witnesses 
of peace and progress. The Parthenon and 
the cathedral exhausted the genius of the 
ancients and the skill of the media-val 
architects, in housing the statue or spirit of 
Deity. In their ruins or their antiquity 
they are mute protests against the merciless 
enmity of nations, which forced art to flee 
to the altar for protection. 

The United States welcome the sister re- 
publics of the Southern and Northern Con- 
tinents, and the nations and peoples of 
Europe and Asia, of Africa and Australia, 
with the products of their lands, of their 
skill and of their industry to this city of 
yesterday, yet clothed with royal 
splendor us the Queen of tho Great Lakes. 
The artists and architects of the country 
have been hidden to design and erect the 
buildings which shall fitly illustrate the 
height of our civilization and the breadth 
of our hospitality. The peace of the world 
permits ucrtl protects their eflbrta in utiliz- 
ing their powers for man's temporal welfare. 
The result is this Paik of Palaces. The 
originality and boldness of their concep- 
tions, and tho magnitude and harmony of 
their creations are the contributions of 
America to the oldest of tho arts, and tho 
cordial bidding of America to the peoples 
of the earth to come and bring the fruitage 
of their age to the boundless opportunities 
of this unparalleled exhibition. 

If interest in the affairs of this world aro 
vouchsafed to those who have gone before, 
the spirit of Colunibiu hovers over ua to- 
day. Only by celestial intelligence can it 
grasp the full significance of this spectacle 
and ceremonial. From tho first century to 
the fifteenth counts for little in the history 
of progress, but in the period between the 
fifteenth and the twentieth is crowded the 
romance and reality of human development. 
Life haa been prolonged and its enjoyments 
intensified. The powers of tho air and the 
water, tho rcsistlesa forces of the elements, 
which in the time of tho discoverer were 
the visible terrors of tho wrath of God, have 
been subdued to the service of man. Art 
and luxuries which could he possessed and 
enjoyed only by tho rich and noble, tho 
works of genius which wero read and 
understood only by the learned few, do- 
mestic comforts and surroundings beyond 
the reach of lord or bishop, now adorn and 
illumine the homes of our citizens. 

Serfs are sovereigns and the people are 
kings. The trophies and splendor of their 
reign are commonwealths, rich in every 
attribute of great States, and united in a 
Republic whoso power and prosperity, and 
liberty and enlightenment, are tho wonder 
and admiration of the world. All hail, 
Columbus, discoverer, dreamer, hero and 
apoBtlo. Wo here, of every race and 
country, recognizo the horizon which 
hounded his vision and the. infinite scopo of 
his genius. Tho voice of gratitude and 
praise for all the blessings which havo been 
showered upon mankind by his adventure is 
limited to no language, but is uttered in 
every tongue. Neither marble nor brass 
can fitly form his statue. Continents are 
his monument, and unnumbered millions, 
past, present, and to come, who enjoy in 
their liberties and. their happiness the 
fruits of his faith, will reverently guard

Tho 
blessing wus pronounced by He v. Dr. A. ]'. 
McCook, of the First Presbyterian Church, 
of Philadelphia, and almost boforo his 
closing words died away, the bund struck 
up tho familiar strain of "God Save tho 
Queen," or, as it is called in tho United 
.States, "America," and the audience joined 
in the second stanza. 

To-night the dedicatory exerciaes closed 
with a brilliant display of fireworks. To 
avoid the concentration of a muss of people 
the display was divided into three parts. 
Ono was given in Washington Park and ono 
in Garfield Park. It ia estimated that 200,- 
000 people saw ouch display. Tho set pieces 
were of such a character aa to bring out 
great enthusiasm from the large assemblies.

THE SUN'S FOOLISHNESS. 

The New York Sun is, for political pur 
poses, a blatant enemy of Great Britain. It 
never loses an opportunity to say stupidly 
unjust and untruthful things about tho 
British Empire and ita governmental insti- 
tutions. As Canada is part of that Empire, 
and is proud of it, it comes in for a sliaro of 
tho Sun'a abuso and detraction. Iu a late 
iasuo it said : 

Canada is tho only part of tho North 
American continent that remains subject to 
foreign domination, that is still an append- 
age of a European government, that yet 
submits to alien royalty. It is high time 
for the great Dominion to break off the yoke 
of a power that ought not to exist on this 
free continent. 

Tho Sun pretends to bo no ignorant as to 
believe that being "an appendage of a 
European Government " and submitting to 
" alien royalty " is detrimental to freedom 
and independence in Canada. Tho intelli- 
gent American knows that "royalty" in 
Canada is not synonymous with " tyranny," 
that on tho contrary tho subject of Queen 
Victoria enjoys quite as much freedom us 
does the citizen of tho United States, 
and that he can make his influence felt ia 
the government of his country more quickly 
and to a greater extent than can his neigh- 
bor on tho other sido of the national bound- 
ary line. When the working of the 
Government of Great Britain or any 
of her largo dependencies is exam- 
ined, it is found to bo really more 
democratic than is that of tho United States 
of America. Canadians are under no delu- 
sion with regard to tho matter. They know 
what freedom and the power of the people 
mean on this siilo of the line, and they aeo 
just what they mean on tho other side, and 
She result of their long and close observa- 
tion of tho political institutioua of tho two 
countries ia that they greatly prefer their 
own. Canadians find that the yoke of what 
tho Sun calls "alien royalty" is easy and ita 
burden light, so light, indeed, that it 
is not felt to he a burden at all. This is 
why Canadians, us a people, greatly prefer 
to bo under tho British " yoke " than to 
accept tho citizenship cf tho Great Re- 
public which tho Sun is so ready to offer 
them. 

Wo should like to know why a " power " 
.such as Great Britain is should not exist on 
this freo continent. Great Britain ia not 
only freo herself, but she is the mother of 
frco nations. The greater part of the free- 
dom which Americans pri/.o and bouat so 
much about, they derivo from Great 
Britain. If North America deserves to bo 
called a " free continent," it is because a very 
largo proportion of its inhabitants aro 
British by birth or by descent, and that 
Great Britain has given tone to its political 
institutions. 

What tho Sun says about " foreign 
domination," "alien royalty," " yoko "and a 
" free continent," when applied to Canada, 
is tho merest rubbish. Canadians aro freo 
ram in a frco country, aud to all intents 
aud purposes, their own masters. They 
are politically as well off as they want to 
bo. All that the United States have to oiler 
th'-rn aro commercial advantages for which 
they ask so high a prico that Canadians 
havo ceased to listen to their proposals. 



PEACE RESTORED. 

Vonezuola has a strong government onco 
moro. Sinco March lust tho country has been 
the Bceno of civil strife. Palacio, tlio late 
President, endeavored by unconstitutional 
means to prolong his term of ofiico. He 
was resisted by tho Constitutional party, at 
first unsuccessfully. Ho became Dictator, 
and carried matters with a high bund. Tho 
Parliamentary party found a leader in 
General Crcspo, uu able man, who had him 
self been President of tho Republic. He 
conducted the war in a remarkably prudent 
manner. Ho was content with Bmull suc- 
cesses, but what ho gained ho held. In u 
fow months ho made tho country too hot for 
Palacio. The Dictator, finding tho ground 
giving way under his feet, took alarm, and, 
gotting all tho money ho could rako and 
scrape together, ho left the country and lied 
to Europe, where ho will live in peaco and 
case for tho remainder of his natural lifo. 

After the flight of Palacio, Vice-President 
Villcgas took tho reins of government. He 
was not so able a man as his predecessor; 
ho kept up the war for somo time but ho 
was unable to hold his own. Grespo kept 
on getting stronger and stronger until it 
was evident that the Government was at 
his mercy. Ho refruined from attacking 
Caracas, the capital, for somo time because 
ho could not trust his soldiers. Many of 
them were almost semi-barbarians, who if 
they made a successful attack on a largo 
aud rich city could not be controlled. H 
feared that they would commit outrages on 
the peaceful citizens and destroy valuable 
property before they could bo checked. 
When, however, the Government became so 
weak that it could not jouiutaiu the peaco 
in tho city, and when r$it. and lawlessness 
reigned within its boundaries, Crcspo saw 
that tho timo had arrived for him to freo 
tho city from tho miscreants who were com 
niitting all sorts of depredations on its 
defenceless inhabitants. Ho thereforo 
led his army against Caracas, easily 
defeated tho disheartened army 
tho Government, entered tho city amid 
tho rejoicings of tho citizens, and put down 
riot and outrage iu a business-liko way aud 
with a strong hand. Ho was chosen Pro- 
visional President by tho political leaders 
who were in tho city, and he appointed as 
members of his Cabinet men of character 
and standing in the Republic. 

With a strong man like Crespo nt tho 
head of tho Government, supported as ho is 
by a considerable army and by a large party 
in the country, it is not likely that Veuez 
uela will be disturbed by revolutionists for 
somo timo to coino. Ho is known to be a 
moderate man, who desireB to govern the 
country in a constitutional manner. It is 
not likely that ho will make an improper 
use of the power with which lie has been 
entrustou, and ho will no doubt lose no 
timo in putting his Government on u proper 
constitutional basis. Having the means at 
his hand to restore order, it is very im- 
probable that any organized attempt will bo 
mado to resist bis authority. Peaco being 
restored in Venezuola, it is only reasonable 
to expect that prosperity will soon follow. 

" WHITE SLAVES." 

Mr. Thomas M 'Naught, in a long and 
rambling letter to the Glasgow Herald, on 
"Scottish Crofters for British Columbia," 
says : 

This so-called "commercial and philan 
thropic schemo" is a scheme not for the pur- 
pose of benefiting tho Crofter, but for ex 
ploiting this land company, and iu fact, 
converting the Crofters into white slaves 
for the purpose of developing tho resources 
of British Columbia. 

It ia easy to writo this uort of stuff, and it 
may, for aught we know to tho contrary, 
have the effect of prejudicing not only tho 
Crofters but the British public against tho 
schemo which the writer denounces. But a 
little reflection would show any intelligent 
man that thero aro no grounds for Mr, 
M'Naught'a denunciation. In tho first placo 
Scotch Highlanders aro not tho kind 
of men out of whom "white 
slaves" are made. There are thousands 
upon thousands of their race in Canada who 
settled in tho country under circumstances 
greatly moro unfavorable than those under 
which tho Scotch Crofters will come to it. 
None of those have become white slaves, 
nor aro their children and children's chil- 
dren slaves in any sense. The greater nutn- 
bor of thorn came to Canada but illy pre- 
pared to meet tho hardships they would 
havo to undergo, and to perform tho work 
they would be forced to do. But they faced 
tho difficulties that woro before them with 
stout hearts, and after years of toil and 
privation, through which they maintained 
their independence, By far tho greater num- 
ber of them achieved success. They continued 
to be their own masters, and a very largo 
proportion of thoin, and of their children, 
acquired property and attained to 
positions of influence, both in society 
and in public lifo. If men of 
tho sumo raco as tho Crofters and 
having tho same names, worked their way 
up in Canada in tho fuoo of difficulties that 
are unknown to tho immigrant of to-day, 
what reason is thero to conclude that any 
und company can make " whito slaves " of 
tho Highlanders, who aro to bo assisted to 
settle in British Columbia anil for whom

work will bo found as soon bb they arrive. 
Will not these men of tho Scottish raco, as 
soon rs they aro placed where they can, by 
their industry and their intelligence, gain an 
independent livelihood, do bettor and 
prosper moro rapidly than did their country- 
men iu the forests of Eastern Canada ? 

For our part wo believe that Mr. 
M 'Naught, by bis want of faith in tho men of 
hia race, aud by supposing that they can, 
under any circumstances, in this free coun- 
try, where thero are so many opportunities 
for tho industrious man, become "whito 
slaves," offors them a grievous and a 
gratuitous insult. Scotch Highlanders will 
not submit to bo made slaves of by any 
company. Thoy only want a fair chance 
to hold their own with the best men of 
other races, and that chance will be afforded 
them iu British Columbia.

CHARLEY FREEZIE IS CHIEF 



Tho Bark Horse Wins iu the Raco for 
the llulorslii" of the 
Songhees. 



Ho Makos a Speech in Which He Re- 
turns Thanks for His 
Honors. 



Ono of tho last wishes expressed by Chief 
Scomiak of tho Songhees juBt previous to 
his death was that his place should bo filled 
by his friond, Chief Joseph. That the lat 
tor would fill tho vacant chieftainship of 
tho tribe seemed to bo a generally accepted 
idea among tho members of the tribe, but 
tho day for tho formal election was delayed 
until such timo as those absent on fishing 
and other pursuits should return. , 

In tho meantime other candidates for the 
honor arose, prominent among whom was 
George Cheotlam, a chief whoso claim was 
based on tho fact that ho is a direct de- 
scendant of the chief who was deposed by 
Sir James Douglas in order to givo the posi- 
tion to Scomiak. This and his position as 
one of the leading councilmen of the tribe 
gave him a strong chance of winning when 
the matter should come to a vote. 

Another candidate who said but little) as 
to his claims or qualifications, but who, for 
all that, seemed a strong fuvorite, was 
Charley F, o z e, another of tho chief men of 
tho tribe. Time passed, and whatever 
work was done by tho various candidates 
must have been done very carefully and 
quietly, for nothing was heard of tho elec- 
tion until yesterday afternoon, when tho 
voters of the tribe, or such of them as aro 
now at home, assembled in tho Songhees 
Bohoolhouse, and tho process of electing a 
chief began. 

There were about 30 votora present, and 
the first ballot cast resulted as follows : 

George Cheetlam, ti. 

Joseph Ettienue, 15. 

Charley Freezie, l'J. 

This settled tho matter, and Freezie was 
declared elected. In a short speech he said 
that ho thanked the men of the tribe for tho 
honor which they hud done hiin, and that 
ho would try to till tho place left by the 
death of Scomiak iu a way which would 
eiuso him to bo us woll liked as tho dead 
chief had been. 

Baoh of tho defeated candidates spoko in 
succession. They assured thoso present 
that though they had been unsuccessful, 
they wero ready to join hands with the new 
chief for the good of tho tribe. They had 
always tried to work for tho best interests 
of their peoplo and no personal disappoint- 
ment which they might for a moment feel 
would keep them from doing iu the futuro 
what they had in the past. 

Tho whole meeting was a remarkably 
quiet ono, and tho utmost good order pre- 
vailed throughout. Tho result of the elec- 
tion has been communicated to tho Indian 
Department, and there is no doubt but that 
the matter is now definitely settled. 

THE PLUMPER'S PASS TRAGEDY. 

Captain Jagers and Ills Crew Held Blameless 
In the Matter. 

Captain Gaudin has forwarded to Ottawa 
his official report of the investigation recent- 
ly conducted by him, into tho circumstances 
attending the drowning of Mrs. Pope and 
child off Villngo Bay, on the '25th May last. 
He has also supplied copies of tho report to 
Mr. I'opo and Capt. Jugera, of the R. P. 
Rithet. 

The evidence as given at tho investiga- 
tion was fully reported in the Colonist, 
and in his report it is fully reviewed by 
Cupt. Gaudin. 

Tho document states that twenty-two 
persons altogether were heard who wero on 
the spot at the timo of the accident, and 
"after careful consideration of tho testimony 
adduced," it continues, "I have arrived at 
tho conclusion that no eulpablo neglect can 
be attributed to tho master or crew of the 
steamer R. P. Rithet, or charged to them 
for causing this lamentable accident. 

"The testimony of twenty witnesses must 
be believed, to tho effect that the small 
boat kept pulling towards the steamer un- 
til her side was touched. When the 
gangway was missed, tho boat be- 
came unmanageable, tho oars hav- 
ing been either knocked out of the 
rower's hands, or there not being sufficient 
space to use thein between the side of the 
boat and tho steamer, and beforo tho 
steamer could be stopped the wheel struck 
tho boat. 

"I am of opinion that Mr. Dalton Deacon 
is in error when he saya he was at least tho 
distance of tho steamer, 1 00 feet, off, and 
rowing in the same direction as tho steamer 
was going, when his boat was sucked under 
the wheel. I think tho wheel reversing or 
going back would have a contrary effect. 

"It it admitted by all the witnesses that 
the ship's boat was sent to the rescue as 
soon aa possible,' and that there was no 
hitch in lowering her-, with the exception of 
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MR. P. POSTER'S TESTIMONY. 

To tiif. Editor: — I see by tho Colonist 
that Dr. Milne states in his testimony be- 
fore the Royal Commission of .Inquiry 
regarding smallpox, that I endeavored to 
mislead the commissioners by my testimony, 
and I would like to say that such is far 
from the truth. First of all my cabin was 
not put under quarantine, nor were any 
guards placed there. No attendant was 
sent with mo to Albert Head, unless Dr. 
Milne considers that a man named Aikman, 
who was himself suffering from the disease, 
and who was .sent out at the same time as 
myself, was intended for a uurso. As 
regards my bedding being destroyed, I will 
say that all that I did not take with mo to 
Albert Head was in my cabin just aa I left 
it, on my return from tho Jubilee hospital 
on July 30. Furthermore, I am ready to 
stand by any other statements I made be- 
fore the commission.

In answer to this, I would like to state 
that 1 am not mistaken, and can only re- 
peat the statement which I made before the 
Commission,' The case of Mr. Nelson was 
removed from the Clarence late in the after- 
noon of July 0, and was done so quietly 
that very few of tho lodgers there knew 
anything about it. People were passing in 
and out of tho hotel all tho time, and con- 
tinued to do so until July '.), at about noon, 



when the hotel was locked up and a guard 
placed upon tho door; but this was not dono 
until two moro cases hud developed in tho 
house, and had boon seen by Dr. Crompton, 
who pronounced both of them smallpox. 
Tho testimony of tho other lodgers who 
wore in the hotel ut this time, and of tho 
guards who wero on duty there, will bear 
out the truth of tho statements I make 
above.

Speculation as to tho Premier's Fate

Meet. 



Information was received from Astoria 
yesterday that tho British bark Lizzie Bell, 
while on her wuy from this city to Portland, 
ran on the Columbia bar near ihe jetty.

Two or 
threo times tho efforts resulted in broken 
hawsers, but tho ship could not bo moved 
an inch. It was half tide when sho went 
on, and at high wator this morning a con- 
certed effort was to bo made. The Bell is 
commanded by Capt. Lowis, und after lying 
here idle for tho past five months had just 
secured a charter to loud wheat for the U. 
K. Sho was on tho wuy to execute this 
commission, in ballast, whim Bhe struck 
tho bar. 

AN ADDITION" TO TIIH FLE1T, 

Ono of the prettiest littlo naphtha 
launches that has yet made its appearance 
in Victoria harbor came over from tho 
Sound, yesterday morning, having found a 
purohaser in Capfc. Dan Mcintosh, owner of 
the James Hay IJout-housc. Sho is 25 feet 
over all and is supplied with a fine little 
four h. p. engine, which will drive her at a 
speed of seven or eight knots an hour. To 
test her running power, she was yesterday 
afternoon taken out around tho San Pedro, 
when she proved all sho was represented to 
be. She was manufactured by tho Taeoina 
Naphtha Launch Co. 

KKIT BUSY. 

The littlo steamer Badger has been kept 
vary busy of late. Yesterday she camo 
down from Nanaimo with a scow load of 
coal for the Rock Buy Coal Yard, and last 
evening she again left with a scow in tow 
bound for (Jhemuinus, where she ■will leave 
the scow to be loaded with lumber, whilst 
sho returns to Victoria witli a boom of logs 
for the Queen City Mills.

If the identification is established 
tho department will direct that the vessel 
be returned.

THE M 'ARTHUR-FORREST PROCESS. 

To tub Editor: — As thero havo been 
various reports regarding tho working of 
the MacArthur-Forrest (or Cyanide) proccsB 
for the reduction of refractory ores in the 
United States, perhaps it may be informa- 
tion to those of your readers who ura inter- 
ested in the mining development of this 
province to read what Tho Daily Mining 
Exchange Journal of Denver, Colo., has to 
say upon the subjoct iu a leading urtiole of 
that paper, dated September -.'), 1892: — 

"Tho rapid strides that tho MacArthur- 
Forrest people havo made in the introduc- 
tion of tho Cyanide process in chis country 
calls for a word of commendation from those 
who appreciate the wonderful results that 
this process is working in tho reduction of 
base or refractory ore. It is revolutioniz- 
ing tho old stamp mill and chlorinatiou sys- 
tems at a very rapid rate, and at tho present 
gait it will only require u fow years until it 
will supersede all known processes for tho 
reduction of refractory gold and silver 
bearing ores." (Tho credit for this revolu- 
tion is due to tho company who own and 
control tho right to uso this process iu tho 
United States.) " By their constant und 
systematic effort the virtues of the Cyanide 
process have been pushed to all quarters of 
the United States, and it has everywhere re- 
ceived the most enthusiastic reception, ex- 
cept, perhaps, iu a few cases where preju- 
dice and ignoranco have attempted to hold 
swuy against it, but to no avail. 

"There is occasionally uu ignorant indi- 
vidual to bo found who sees lit to question 
the validity of the patents which have been 
issued to the "MacArthur-Forrest people, 
and which patents, wo beg to state, after 
careful investigation, are unquestionable. 
This question ot validity of patent has been 
fully passed upon by the Commissioner of 
Patents of tho United States, and by the 
highest legal authority of this country and 
Europe, and all pronounce, without excep- 
tion, that tho patents are valid, and that 
the powers of the various governments 
issuing them can be invoked to protect them. 
Wherever any question arose, they have 
always been fully examined into, and elo- 
cided in favor of the MacArthur-Forrest 
people. The closest legal and chemical re- 
search will also Bubstantiato it. This is 
evidenced by tho various governments that 
have issued these patents. 

The following aro among tho gov- 
ernments referred to, viz: England, 
Canada, United States, Australia, Cupe 
of Good Hope, Tasmania, New Zea- 
land, France, Belgium, Germany, Italy, 
Portugal, Brazil, Spain, Mexico, and South 
American Republics. 

" These governments hold that any dis- 
covery, or any improvement on a discovery, 
that benefits mankind, or any industry, is 
patentable. The MacArthur-Forrest people 
do not claim to have originated tho use of 
cyanide, but they do claim to have dis- 
covered its direct application in a dilute 
form, in extracting gold and silver value 
from crude ores. Only in a dilute form can 
gold and silver be extracted from base ores, 
and, in consequence, a low percentage of 
cyanide is used, this making an effectual 
solvent and an economic one, to inbttre the 
practicability of tho idea. Many United 
States Court decisions have been rendered 
to sustain patents issued by its Commis- 
sioners of Patents, and it goes without say- 
ing that the United States Commissioner is 
always a learned authority on such subjects, 
and he is the one to judge what is or in not 
patentable. Surely his decision goc3 us 
against tho prejudice and ignoranco of un- 
principled persons who have an object in 
view in calling any patent in question." 

The article goes on to refer to a decision 
given by Judge Sawyer in the United 
States Supremo Court in San Francisco 
several years ago, in a chlorinatiou case, 
where one Deatkin was plaintiff. Deat- 
kin sued for an injunction and royalty. 
Defendant proved that chlorinatiou wus 
not original with Deatkin, Deatkin proved 
that ho had made chlorination practical, 
and that the defendant had used his ideas 
to groau advantage to himself. The Judge 
gavo judgment for Deatkin on the ground 
that while he was not the original inventor 
of chlorination, his labors and investigations 
had perfected the process, and made it 
practical to work ores that way. The arti- 
cle then goes on to compare this case with 
the MacArthur-Forrest process, showing the 
stronger position of the MacArthur-Forrest 
people as tho discoverers of the direct ap- 
plication of their process; and after some 
further remarks concludes with: "The day 

ia not far distant when tiie Cyanide process 
will bo universally recognized us tho leading 
process known to the mining world." 

Tho Bamc paper has tiie following para- 
graphs : "Tho Alameda Mining anel Mil- 
ling Company havo commenced operating 
their stamp mill on the MacArthur-Forrest 
process." 

"The Mono mill keeps pounding awuy 
and is running through considerable ore. 
The MacArthur-Forrest process ia a great 
success in treating gold belt ores. It saves 
( J. r ) per ccut. gold and 7f> per cent silvor."

A BY-LAW 

To provide for tho assessment of Real Pro- 
perty benefited by Local Improve- 
ments. 



WHBREisit is provided in tho Municipal Act 
of 18112 that tbu Council of a city municipality 
may pass by-laws for assessing real property 
benefited by certain clasucs of local improve- 
ments ; 

And whereas it Is oxpedlont that tho provi- 
sions of said Act in respect to such local im- 
provements should bo applied to tho city of 
Victoria : 

Therefore; tho Municipal Council of tho Cor- 
poral Ion of 'tho said city enacts as follows: 
1. Tho cost of constructing Iho worksand im- 

Srovomonts mentioned In section YTi of tho 
lunicipul Act IWI2 and tho subsections thereof 
shall bo assessed, levied and collected by 
means of a special rato for local improvement-) 
upor the real property benefited thereby. 

'.!. The said Municipal Council may hy reso- 
lution determine anel specify what work or im- 
provements it is desirable to havo carried out. 

3. On tho passage of such resolution, nnel 
after it shall have been entered in the minutes 
of tho Council, copies thereof Bhnll bo trans- 
mitted by tho Clerk to tho City Engineer anel 
city Assessor. 

I. On the receipt, by tho City Engineer of a 
copy of the said resolution, it shall bo his duty 
to procee d at once to ascertain the said works 
or improvements and to make, and certify as 
correct, a plan and description thereof, and 
to make an estimate of tho oxpoiibos or 
coat thereof, anel to ascertain, determine anel 
show on suid plan what real pro- 
perty will bo immediately benefited 
by the proposed improvements, anel tho 
City Engineer and City Assessor shall 
after such plan has been made, and certified, 
conjointly ascertain and determine tho propor- 
tions in which the assessment is to he made on 
t ho various portions of tho real property so 
benefited, anel shall make a joint report of all 
such mutters to tho said Council, which report, 
when approved of and adopted by tho saiil 
Council, ahull bo entered by tho City Clerk in a 
book to be kept for that purpose, to bo called 
the "Local Improvement book," and a copy of 
t ho plan aforesaid shall bo maelo by the said 
Knglnoor and filed in the olllco of tho City 
Clerk. 

5. Tho said report of the City Engineer and 
Assessor Hhall state: 

(n) What real property will bo immediately 
benefited by the proposed improvements, 

(b) Tho probable lifeline of tho improve- 
ments. 

(c) An estimate of the probable cost of tho 
proposed improvementsand the amount thoroof 
which will be assessed against the property im- 
mediately benefited. 

(ef) Tho proportions in which the assessment 
is to ho made on tho various portions of tho real 
property so benefited. 

(!. It shall bo the eluty of the Sanitary or Sow- 
erage Engineer, when so authorized hy n 
resolution of tho Council to perform the 
duties Bet forth in this by-law as being required 
of the City Engineer. 

J. In ascertaining and determining tho cost 
of luj ing, making, enlarging, or constructing or 
prolonging any common sewer, Iho said 
City Engineer and Assessor shall estimate tho 
coat of tho construction of branch sewers 
to tho line of tho street and include 
the cost of such branch Bowers in 
estimating the assessment for such sowers, or 
common sewers and reporting to the Council 
thereon. 

S. In any case whore in order to afford an 
outlet for iho sewerasc and drainage of real 
proporty other than that fronting or abutting 
upon a stioct in which a sewer is or is proposed 
to be hereof tor constructed such sewer shall he 
constructed of a largor capacity than that 
which in, in the opinion of t he Haid Ciiy Kngin- 
eer unci Assessor, required for the efficient 
Soworago and drainage of the real property 
fronting or abutting upon the street, then und in 
every case the; suid City Engineer and Assessor 
shah estimate, determine and report to the 
Council what amount of special assessment 
Bhould in their opinion be imposed on the other 
real property benefited by tho construction of 
BUCh se wer or druin. 

9. When a vacant space intervenes between 
the line of a slicet and a building into which or 
under which a sewer pipo is to ho taken, the 
Huiil City Engineer ana Assessoi shall ascertain, 
estimate, dotermine and report us aforesaid the 
cost of laying the sewer pipe across such vacant 
space and under such building, anil shall assess 
tiie cost of tho same against, such real property 
so lo ho connected with such sower. 

10. In all cases where B main sower is or shnll 
be laid in any street or through any lot or lard, 
the enid City Engineer anel Assessor shall 
RiCertuin and determine the cost per foot 
frontage of BUCh main sewer upon the lota (ex- 
copt corner lots) on each sido of tho portion of 
tho said street or on the lands on each side 
Of said sower in which or through which the saitl 

sewer shall from time to time belaid, inenso 
any of bucIi lots are corner lots, tho assessment 
shall be one-half ihe said rates, and the said en 
gineer and lu-sesuor shall so report. 

II. When tne Local Improvement shall con 
sist of the opening, widening, prolonging, con- 
structing, or altering macadamizing, grading 
levelling, paving, m planking- any street, lane, 
alley, public way or place or any sidewalk, or 
un> biid^o forming part of a highway therein, 
or curbing, sodding, planting; any street, lane 
alley, Bquuroor oth,-r public place, or recon 
structing or constructing any work by statuto 
provided for, the said City Engineer und As- 
sessor shall, oxoept as provided for in section 
14 of this By-Law, nscorlaln und determine the 
cost of such improvement eir work per foot 
fronting of ull roal property fronting or abut 
ting upon the street or place wherein or where- 
on BUCh improvement or tt o: tc il proposed to he 
muiio or done). 

12. In case when il is tho duly of the En- 
gineer and Assessor to ascertain and determine 
tho proportion of ussossmenc lorlooallmprove- 
meats, woiks and se rvices on coi ner Iocs, tri- 
angular or either Irrogulur shaped pieces of 
land situated at tho intersections or junctions 
ofs'roets, the said Engineer and Assessor shall 
recoinmo. d what In their opinion would he 
an equitable mode of assessment, by 
having duo regard to the situation, value and 
BuperHcial area of such lots as compared with 
adjoining lots and pieces of land accessible for 
BUOh improvements, works and services, and 
may charge or assess, the amount of anyallow- 
anco made on any such lot or piece of land or t he 
other real proporty fronting em the improve- 
meiitH or assume tho same as a portion of tho 
municipality's share of tho improvements as 
may seem equitable and just. 

13. In ascertaining anel determining the 
assessment to bo mado on lands on cither si do 
of a street, lane or alley, which are from any 
cause unlit for building purposes as compared 
with the building lots fronting on saldstreot, 
lane or alloy, tho said Engineer and* Assessor 
shall, in all cases, determine in what proportion

and Assessor shall havo been received anel 
report of any amendment thoicof shall 
have been ndopleil by tho Council and entered 

by the Clerk in the Local Improvement Book us 
aforesaid, the Clerk shall, save as pro- 

tded in tho following section, cause the said 
report or a necessary part t hereof, or any other 
Buffloicnt notico describing tho nature of the 
proposed improvement and tbu nssessmont 
proposed to bo levied therefor, to bo Inserted In 
at least one newspaper published in the munici- 
pality for a period of fifteen days. 

It;. No such published notice as aforesaid 
shall be given when tho proposed improvement 
consists of t bo consti ucl Ion of branch sewers I o 
connect any real property with a common 
sewer, or connecting any building with a 
branch newer, or making necessary houso 
or building connections with such sewer, or of 
layiug u Buwer pipe across any vacant space 
und under any building when Kueh vacant 
spuco intervenes between «. lino of a street and 
BUCh building. In all such cases I he cost of the 
same shall bu payable anil paid by tbu owner of 
audi real property so connected with the 
sewer, and shall bo a charge upon such ri'ul 
property, and if anydamago bo done to this 
portion of tho sower or its conneo 
lions or its fittings cilhor by neglect 
or otherwise, the cost oi the same Blind bo 
paid by tho owner of tho real property, and 
shall ho charged aa aforesaid, whenever tho 
Council authoii/.e und have made the repairs 
to the sumo.

ment of tho cost of Bucb improvement as tho 
Council may by by-law d that bohaif regulate 
and dolormino. 

ID. Section 1 of the Streot By-Law is horeby 
amended by striking ouc tho words "graded 
constructed" in tho iirst lino therBof. 

t'O Any by-law or by-laws conialring any 
provision or provisions which may bo, or which 
uro inconsistent with or ropuR-nant to tho pro- 
visions of this by-law is anil aro horeby ro- 
pculed in so far only as tho sumo aro so incon- 
sistent or repugnant, but not othorwiso so as 
that full force anil clfect shall bo given to tho 
provisions of this By-Law.

Ai.d. Lovf.i.i, moved the adoption of tho 
report, seconded by Aid. Hall. 
~ Ai.d. Hu.ntek opposed tho motion. He 
denounced it as tho most farcical applica- 
tion of tho Local Improvement By-Law 
conceivablo. Tho proposition was t-o tax 
peoplo, perhaps for twenty years, for a 
work which the City Engineer described as 
a temporary expedient. 

Ai.d. Hall withdrew his support, ex- 
plaining that ut the timo of seconding the 
motion ho did not understand that this was 
the Dupont street sower. 

Ai.d. Lovhll explained that the work 
had been commenced and had to be aban- 
doned for want of funds. If the sewer 
could not be completed as now contem- 
plated, it could not be done at all. 

Ai.d. Sttlf.s thought the property holders 
of tho district should bo given un oppor- 
tunity of saying whether they were to bo 
assessed for tho work or not. 

Tun MAYOR explained that the undertak- 
ing would be duly advertised, and the pro- 
perty holders given ample opportunity of 
opposing it. 

Ai.d. BAKER pointed out that tho work 
was commenced long ago, and it would not 
now ba fair to have the ratepayers assessed 
for it ns a local improvement. 

An amendment by Aid. Hunter that tho 
report lie on tho table was carried, the only 
dissentient being Aid. Lovell, 

A letter was read from Mr. T. F. Sinclair 
tendering for the disposal of tbe city garb- 
age and night-soil. He expressed his will- 
ingness to provide a place at tho foot of 
Telegraph street for tho reception of tho 
material on board the scows. The cost of 
tho scows would bo SI, 100. 

On motion of Aid. Hall and Aid. Lovell 
the contract wus awarded to Mr. Sinclair ut 
£•23 per day. 

On motion of Aid. Lovell, seconded by 
Aid. Hall, tbe attention of tho .Sewerage 
Commissioners was called to a resolution 
passed on tho 24th August, ro tho disposi- 
tion of monies raised for sewerage purposes. 

Ald. Sttlbs, pursuant to notice of mo- 
tion, moved that tho attention of the city 
representatives in tho Dominion parliament 
be called to the encroachments of the sea 
on the foreshore at Dallas road, with the 
view of having a retaining wall constructed 
to prevent further encroachments. He 
spoko of the damage being done by tho ac 
tion of the water along the shore, and hoped 
that the Dominion Government would be 
induced to take action in the matter. 

Ald. Hunter said that while he did not 
believe that the representation would have 
moro effect upon tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment than water would on a 
duck's back, he would support tho motion. 
A friendly critic had told him that after- 
r.oon that he had lately seen a ship ballasted 
with the gravel, etc., from the foreshore, 
tho encroachment upon which Aid. Styles 
complained of. It was a well known fact 
that to remove even the shingle from the 
foreshore was calculated to injure it. 

Several alterations were suggested and 
amendments made to the resolution, which 
carried. 

Ald. Hall moved that as it was rumored 
that chemical works are about to bo estab- 
lished in the residential section of tho city, 
and aa Buch would bo injurious, a committee 
be appointed to enquire into the matter and 
report. He said that iu districts where 
chemical works were in operation 
they were fatal to vegetation. Iu largo 
cities tho chimneys of such works had to 
bo built to immense heights, so as to pre- 
vent the injurious effects of tho fumes, but 
still they were always objectionable. If 
the present chemical works got a footing, it 
was hard to say what harm would bo done. 

The resolution was opposed by Aid. 
Styles, but was ultimately carried, the 
committee being composed as follows : Aid. 
Hall, Humber, llaker and McKillicau. 

Ald. Hall moved that in addition to 
widening Hirdeago Walk from Michigan to 
Toronto streets, to connect with Carr 
street, the latter bo widened to sixty feet 
from Toronto street to DalUa road, the 
work to be done under the provisions of tho 
Local Improvement By-Law. 

In moving his resolution Aid. Hall said 
that his oliject was to securo a decent ap- 
proach to the Park. 

The motion passed unanimously. 
The Electric Light Committee recom- 
mended the appointment of an extra helper 
iu the department for the winter months. 
The recommendation was accompanied by 
the Auditor's note that there was no pro- 
vision made in the Salary liy-law for such 
an officer. Received and tabled. 

Mr. L. Crease wrote on behalf of his 
client, \V. J. Macdougall, Victoria West, 
stating that that gentleman's property was 
being injured by defective sewerage, and 
stating that tho city would be held respon- 
sible for the damage done. 

Ald. MoKillican — There is a chance for 
the Local Improvement By-law. 

On motion of Aid, Hunter, it wus decided 
to inform Mr. Crease that thero were no 
funds on hand to do tbe work. 

A petition was received from parties 
resident in the district, complaining that 
tha sewerage of Corrig Collego emptied 
into an open drain, and asking that a drain 
bo constructed so as to have tho sewage 
carried into Menzies street sewer. 

Referred to the Sanitary Inspector, Drain- 
age and Sewerage committee. 

A letter was read from Dr. Morrison 
calling attention to a petition sent in somo 
time ago, Biking for a box drain on Oak 
Day avenuo, a sidewalk to Foul Hay and to 
have Morrison street graded. 

Hl3 WORSHIP thought that there was a 
great deal of work which ought to be .lone 
under tho provisions of tho Local Improve- 
ment By-law. 

Ald. 15akk.ii assured tho Council that 
Dr. Morrison did not intend that tho work 
should be done under the Local Improve- 
ment By-law. The Doctor was under the 
impression that tiie cost would come out of 
the $26,000 vote. 

A discussion ensued as to tho Local Im- 
provement By-law and its operation, and 
tho Doctor was informed that there were 
no available funds. 

A letter was read from Messrs. Bod well 
& Irving on behalf of Major Dupont, com- 
plaining that the sewerage work on Dupont 
street was proceeding very slowly and ask- 
ing if they would bring the matter again 
into court, 

The letter was tabled and the Council ad- 
journed at 10:30.

WINNIPEG, Oct. 11.— (Special.)— A bur- 
glar entered the houso of IS. F. Hagel, Q. C. , 
this morning. W, Foster, the hired man, 
heard tho noise, and on going to the kitchen 
door was welcomed with two bullets from a 
revolver, each taking effect, one in tho hip 
and tho other in the shoulder. A man nam- 
ed Albert Bean has been arrested on sus- 
picion. 

Tho coroner's jury at Pembina aro holding 
an inquest on tho body of Wagner, who was 
murdered on Tuesday night. They failed 
to agree aa to who did tho shooting or 
whether deceased was shot through an open 
window up stairs or through tho panel of 
tho door. States Attorney Kneeshaw will 
now bring the caso beforo a justice of tho 
peace for further investigation. 

At the recent inland revenue promotion 
examinations, Abo Code, of the Winnipeg 
branch, was umoug tho most successful, 
taking a first-class certificate and ranking 
third in the list of successful candidates.

COLUilBUS AM) THE VATICAN. 

Movement iu Rome to Inaugurate a Monument 
In the Eternal City. 

ROUE, Oct. 21. — In tho worldwide move- 
ment to honor Columbus the Eternal City is 
determined not to be outdone. The Inter- 
national Committee recently formed for the 
purpose of securing the erection of a worthy 
monument to tho great discoverer, report 
that they are receiving influential promises 
of support, which guarantee tho success of 
tho enterprise. At a meeting yesterday 
the committee decided to issue a circular to 
all existing Columbus committees in Europe 
and in America, with a view to universal 
cooperation. It was also decided 
to invito Roman Catholics, epeci- 
ally, throughout tho world to sub- 
scribe. Another proposition favorably acted 
on was to form purely Catholic committees 
for work among tho members of the faith. 
In fact, the inovomcnt is mainly a Catholic 
one. Tho Pope is taking a great interest in 
thiB connection. It is stated that, accord- 
ing to common report, tho announcement of 
the beatification of Columbus will be made 
concurrent with tho unveiling of the monu- 
ment. The site chosen for the monument, is 
such that the statue will face tho Vatican. 
It is possible, however, that this will be 
changed and the monument erected within 
the precincts of St. Peter's.

De LEVERON WAS INSANE 



How the Russians Account for tho 
Actions of the Zabiaka's 
Commander. 



One Explanation of His Remarkable 
Contention as to Russian 
Jurisdiction. 



Is the Captain a Lunatic or the Scape- 
Goat for His 
Nation ? 

When Captain do Leveron of the Russian 
cruiser Z&biaka took forciblo possession of 
the schooner Willie McGowan on the ISth 
of July last, her master, Captain Daley, 
protested in vigorous language 

The schooner was at tho time in Latitude 
53" 50' north, Longitude 107 - 50' cast, or 
about 50 miles south-east of Copper Island, 
on the high Eeas, and tho sealing men looked 
upon interference with them as nothing elso 
than piracy. 

" Wo are British seamen on the high 
seas," was the skipper's indignant protest, 
" and Russia can have no jurisdiction over 
us here." 

"Russia exercises jurisdiction over tho 
waters a thousand miles from her shores," 
was do Leveron's reply, coupled with the 
information thai ho would seize any vessel 
with a sealing outfit or even salt on bourd, 
no matter where he found it. 

When the news of Captain do Leveron'i 
declaration reached Victoria »ho scaling 
men with one accord said, " Why that 
captain must bo crazy* 

Tho latest information would indicate 
that tho hasty judgment of the Victorians 
was more correct than even they imagined. 

Captain McLeod, of tho Ariel, who wac 
also made a prisoner with his schooner by 
this Biimo Captain de Leveron, received c 
letter yesterday 'morning from Captain 
Firman, of tho C. H. White, still anoth»r 
victim. Captain Firman is now at hiB 
home, in Sun Francisco, and there called 
upon tho Governor of Behring Island when 
he passed through on his way to St. 
I'eteroburg. 

" Tho Governor told me," he writes, 
" that Captain do Leveron has been pro- 
nounced insane and discharged from tho 
command of the Zjhiaka and from tho 
Russian navy. He is now on his way 
down to Japan and will come from there to 
San Francisco next month." 

This was all the CapUin had to say, but, 
the sealing men welcome the few lines as 
throwing a Hood of light upon the situation. 

" Such a contention as do Leveron set 
up," say some of them, " could never have 
emanated from the brain of any sane man. 
For once the Russians are right." 

Others, again, look at tho matter in an 
entirely different light. They are inclined 
to be skeptical, and say that finding their 
position untenuble the Russian Government 
have ingeniously shifted the blame to the 
Captain's shoulders, and pronounced him 
insane to avoid an international difficulty. 

Upon the one point both parties are 
agreed. That the information from the 
Governor of Bearing island being true the 
Government of the Czar cannot avoid mak- 
ing restitution in full to the sealers of 
British Columbia. 



NOTES FROM NELSON. 

A ltlchdold Find-Shipment of Ore From the 
Blue Bird Mine. 

(From tho Miner.) 

Eight inches of snow fell at the Grizzly 
Bear mine on Monday last. 

A man named Sandell was lost near Dun- 
can river while out hunting. 

The trail up Spring creek to the Bluebird 
has been started, and a contract has been 
lot for hauling down 100 tons of oro this 
winter. 

A rich gold find is said to have been mado 
near Northport by two laborers who went 
on a prospecting trip. 

Tho wagon road i3 now completed six 
miles out of Kaslo, and in good condition 
for freighting ore. 

T. E. Jefferson has secured a bond on S. 
K. Green's interest in the Washington. 
This will give him control of three-fourths 
of the mine. A contract for running a tun- 
nel 190 feet has been let; three good log 
houses are being put up, and work will 
soon be started on the branch road to con- 
nect the mines with the Kaslo Slooan trunk 
road. 

The object of Mr. Kellie'a visit was to 
find out what the miners thought of tho 
mining law. He found a feeling in favor of 
the principles of the act of 1S01 with its de- 
fects remedied. 

The trouble with the Indians at the boun- 
dary is not orer. On tb'j 8th inst. | Indian 
Agent Norbury, called a meeting ol the 
tribe with a view to settling disputes and 
assessing damages by the Reclamation com- 
pany. The chief rose and said that ho 
would muke no settlement and that the 
work must stop. 

A contract bus been let for the shipment 
of 10O tons of ore from the Bluebird. Men 
are making a sleigh road to conneot with 
tho Kaslo wagon road at Bear lake. When 
first taken hold of tho Bluebird showed 
large surface croppings, which were very 
much broken up. A tunnel has been run 
to cut the lode at a considerable depth, and 
not only has a four and a half foot lode 
been found in places, but tha ore, of which 
there is a large body, assays 25 ounces to 
the ton higher than the surface croppings. 
The Bluebird has gone down and shows up 
better tho further down it has been worked. 



Tlic Vlanlln Train Robbery, 

FRESNO, Cal., Oct. 'JO. — The case of Geo. 
Sontag, charged with complicity in the 
train robbery, was called in the Superior 
Court this morning. About thirty wit- 
nesses arc in attendance from Visalia and 
other parts. The defence made a strong 
plea for the defendant on tho ground of tho 
absence of maleriul witnesses, which was 
denied. The work of getting a jury then 
commencsd.

THE CHINESE WEKE EXCITED 



Countrymen of tho Iona'a Passengers 
Besiege the Shipping Agent 
iii Victoria. 



No Change, in tho Aniieet of the Case 
-CuuflictiiiR- Reports of tho 
Owners. 



Tho Chinese population was in a ferment 
of excitement yesterday, all owing to tho 
mishap to the bteanier lona. Not that they 
had any interest in the steamer or sympa- 
thy for her owners in their present diffi- 
culty, but they had brothers, sous and 
cousins in tho "cargo," and had heard thut 
they were dying of starvation on the beach 
down near Point Carmanah. 

So they hunted up tho agent who had in- 
duced the absent ones to take passage, and 
made things interesting for him. They 
didn't assault him; only assailed him in 
every dialect known to the Celestial King- 
dom. 

During tho morning a boat load of sup- 
plies was sent to the sufferers and the com- 
plaints of their countrymen were hushed for 
the time being. 

No further orders came from Ottawa dur- 
ing the day and so the position of tho case, 
as far as the owners of the steamer and the 
steamer herself are concerned, remains un- 
changed. The authorities during the morn- 
ing were placed in the possession of the in- 
formation that when her machinery broke 
down tho steamer was on her way to Cray's 
harbor, Washington, her Chinese passengers 
numbering 53 souls. 

When the Chinese were landed near Car- 
manah with only 24 hours rations, the 
steamer's programme was to return for them 
immediately. The seizure prevented the 
carrying out of this programme, so the cap- 
tain could hardly bo blamed for abandoning 
the poor wretches. 

Among yesterday's visitors to Inspector 
Thomson and Collector Milne, in connection 
with the seizure, was Mr. T. W. Stanlield, 
one of the owners. Another caller was 
Capt. Morris. Their business was the same, 
to secure the release of their vessel, but 
they did not act conjointly. 

Mr. Stiintield was questioned, and stated 
that he had presented himself at tho In- 
spector's office prior to the departure of the 
lona from port with tho objict of securing 
a certificate of license to carry passengers, 
but Mr. Thompson being absent from the 
city ho was obliged to start without the 
papers.: 

Captain Morris on the other hand asserted 
that there were no passengers on board — 
no ouo but himself and the crow, six all 
told. The Inspector is curious to know 
why a certificate should have been applied 
for if it had not been the intention to take 
passengers. 

The Taw is dear on tho point— without a 
certificate no boat is lawfully entitled to 
carry passengers. The lona did hare a cer- 
tificate entitling her to take 25 on board, 
hut it expired on June .'10, and has not been 
renewed. 



Mrs. Harrison Easier. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.— Tho anxiety in 
the capitol regarding Mrs. Harrison's illness 
was increased this evening by the constant 
receipt of telegrams from other cities stat- 
ing that reports as to her death wore in cir- 
culation. 'These rumors were ot course 
groundless, but gave rise to many unneces- 
sary inquiries at tho White House, and 
caused annoyance to the grieved household. 
Tho actual fact are that, up to midnight, Mrs. 
Harrison wus easier and better, rather than 
worse. At, 10 o'clock this evening, after his 
visit to Mrs. Harrison, Dr. Gardner said 
that her condition was slightly improved, 
so much so that tho anxiety occasioned by 
tho patient's condition to-day had to Bomo 
extent been dispelled. There had been no 
reason to change tho favorable informal 
bulletin at a late hour. When further in- 
quiries were made there seemed to bo every 
reason to expect the night would pass, as bo 
many nights have passed in watchfulness 
and anxiety, but without any sudden change 
one way or the other.
